2. As had been stated in our earlier order, no uniform standards or approaches govern fixation of tariffs in this regard. 
The whole exercise is done in an adhoc maimer. It was in this backdrop that we had announced our decision to commission a 
study covering all the major ports and all the relevant cargoes to identify the prevalent practice (s) in this regard based on which 
it should be possible to develop some uniform standards to govern prescription of ‘free periods’. Since the proposal for 
revision has come in the context of the existing adhoc system, and since it is based on a representation from users, we are 
inclined to entertain and accept it subject to the understanding that this order would be reviewed after the proposed ‘study’.
